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1976-'77 county tax rate cut by 34 cents

The Board of Supervisors voted unanimously late Monday to adopt a 1976-’77 county 
government tax levy of $2.97 per $100 assessed valuation, representing a slash of 34 
cents below last year’s rate. 
The 4-0 vote favored the recommendation of Auditor-Controller W illiam L. 
Parsons, who pointed out the new rate is 63 cents lower than the county's all-time 
high rate of $3.60 set in 1971-72 fiscal year. 
Board chairman Frank J. Frost said: 
‘’Gentlemen, I think we all did a good job on the budget this year, and although I 
won’t be back next year, I hope those of you who w ill be back w ill carry on the good 
work.” Frost declined to seek reelection to a second term this year. 
Parsons said the 34-cent cut represented to him a “ significant achievement in view 
of the 24-cent increase projected in the proposed county budget which was overhauled 
during public hearings in June.” 
Notable increases in fund balances and assessed valuation were coupled, he said, 
with “ decisive actions” of the board itself during budget hearings to produce the tax 
levy cut.

Parsons said the boost in local and state assessment rolls came after deducting 
redevelopment agency increments in Santa Barbara and Santa Maria totaling more 
City eyes new 
rubbish plan 


A proposal for the mechanized 
collection of residential rubbish 
which would bring about a drastic 
change in the householder’s disposal 
habits may go to the Lompoc City 
Council late in September or ealy 
O ctober, assistan t c ity ad­ 
ministrator Bob Livingston said to­ 
day. 


Livingston said the city has been 
studying the system, which is being 
used in some cities in California, 
with an eye toward costs and 
feasibility for instituting the collec­ 
tion plan here. 


The system would involve the 
placement of a 300-gallon container 
in local alleys at the rate of one con­ 
tainer for each four houses. The 
householder then would have to take 
his trash to the container and dump 
it in order to have the refuse 
collected It would do away with the 
city refuse crews handling of the 
smaller individual trash containers 
The advantage of the system to 
the city would be that it would make 
possible the mechanized dumping of 
the containers into pickup trucks, 
reducing the number of personnel 
necessary to collect the rubbish. 


“ The biggest question mark is the 
cost of the containers," said 
Livingston. “ We are trying to find 
out what these would cost for us to 
provide. We are trying to get 
proposals written based on the costs 


of the containers and maybe w ill be 
able to come back to the city council 
by the second meeting in September 
or the first meeting in October with 
a recommendation.” 
The collection system would 
require replacement or modifica­ 
tion of existing rubbish collection 
trucks, since the rear-loading vehi­ 
cles could not be used in this opera­ 
tion. Livingston said. 
The city has one side-loading 
collection truck which could be 
modified to accept the mechanized 
dumping feature, am) there is 
money in the budget already for the 
purchase of two replacement vehi­ 
cles. said Livingston. 
The 300-gallon containers would 
have a capacity of about 10 times 
the existing household trash con­ 
tainer. which is established by city 
ordinance as being a 32-gallon 
capacity. 


“ The one-container-to-h 
formula would be a starting point, 
Livingston said. “ If. after we get 
some experience in the system, it 
appears that this would have to be 
modified, we would be prepared to 
do so." 
Some possible savings could result 
from the new system, he said, 
pointing out that at this time, lack­ 
ing specific cost figures, it is not 
possible to say whether the new 
method would be less expensive to 
operate. 


than $10.1 million, with more than $5.8 million for the Santa Barbara Central City 
project, and over $4.2 million for the Santa Maria Project 3 and 4. 


The auditor-controller informed the board that the county rate levy and rate would 
be cut in the following areas where property was not reassessed for 1976-77 as 
follows: 


City of Carpinteria. 2.4 per cent; Montecito, 12 per cent; Mission Canyon, 10.6 per 
cent; city of Santa Barbara, 16 per cent; Goleta Valley, 9 per cent; city of Lompoc, 
4.7 per cent; city of Guadalupe, 1.9 per cent; city of Santa Maria, .7 per cent. 
It was explained that Santa Maria’s slight increase figure could be attributable in 
part to the Santa Maria Redevelopment Agency increment. 


Owners of properties reassessed, on the other hand, w ill find themselves required 
to pay sharp tax boosts this year even with the 34-cent county reduction, according 
to Parsons. He pointed out that as an example, an owner of a property with an assess­ 
ment based on a market value which has gone up from $30,000 to $60,000 will ex­ 
perience an approximate 130 per cent boost in the tax levy, compared with the 100 per 
cent increase in market value. This applied to owners of property qualifying for the 
$1,750 homeowners’ exemption. 
Parsons declared the tax rate he recommended was on the basis of the county fire 
10-month pilot project 


department budget adopted in June. Board members held a work session at 9:30 this 
morning to discuss budget curtailments in the fire department. 
The fire department budget, while based on a 56-hour work week, does not provide 
for a three per cent pay boost awarded to county employe groups other than the 
firemen’s union which has turned down this offer. 
Budgets for the county fire protection district and zones were adopted Monday 
along with recommended fund balances, reserve estimates and fund delinquency fac­ 
tors. 
The auditor’s report showed that 255 separate levies were voted on by the board, 
representing a total levy of $101,366,996, a boost of over $7.2 million and 7.76 per cent 
greater than last year. 


The board itself, he showed, had absolute control only over the levy for the general 
county government which is now set at $27.1 million, or 26.8 per cent of the total levy. 
Levy for special districts governed by the board amounts to $4.8 million this year or 
4.8 per cent of the total. 
Parsons pointed out the greatest portion of the total levy includes not only the 
special districts but also $58 million for education and $5.8 million for cities and 
redevelopment agencies.

Teacher pay pact 
ratification seen

Teachers w ill vote tomorrow on 
ratification of a labor contract that will 
bring them a four per cent salary raise 
and an additional $325 in health and 
welfare benefits. 
Ratification is considered a foregone 
conclusion. 
Teacher representatives from Lompoc 
Education Association and Lompoc 
Federation of Teachers hammered out 
the agreement Sunday in marathon ses­ 
sions with the school board's chief 
negotiator, assistant Supt. A lice 
Milligan. The school board w ill meet at 5 
p.m. tomorrow for its part in the 
ratification procedure. 
The four per rent raise will bring the 
beginning salary for a teacher with a 
bachelor of arts degree to $9,69« annually 
and the top salary for a teacher on step 
12 with a BA and 75 additional units to 
$18,029 annually. 
* 
An additional $645 w ill be added for a 
masters degree and $645 for a doctor’s 
degree. The top salary for a teacher with 
a BA. 75 additional units and a masters 
degree will be $19,403, 
A synopsis of the agreement was 
released by Milligan's office today. 
In addition to salaries and health and 
welfare benefits, the two sides agreed on 
the following: 
— A stipulation that a bargaining unit 
include only reg u lar, full-tim e, 
probationary, 
permanent, 
temporary 
and special contract certificated 
employes who are under contract for at 


least 75 per cent of the school year. 
» A stipulation that the school board 
retains control of the affairs of the dis­ 
trict to the extent of being able to rescind 
policies and practices referred to in the 
agreement in cases of emergency. 
— A stipulation retaining the current 
grievance procedures 
— A stipulation by teacher organiza­ 
tions against a strike, work stoppage, 
walk out, slow down or picketing during 
the work day. 
The agreement becomes effective im­ 
mediately on ratification by all parties, 
and will prevail until June 30. 1977. 
Leaders of the LEA and LFT have 
agreed to recommend the agreement to 
their memberships. 
W hile these details were being 
duplicated yesterday for distribution to 
teachers, an examiner for the state’s 
Education Employe Relations Board 
(E E R B k was conducting a public bear­ 
ing in the district on unit determination 
At issue is whether some 86 school 
employes are properly part of bargain­ 
ing units for elections to determine ex­ 
clusive bargaining representatives The 
three-member board will make a deci­ 
sion on the question in 30 to 60 days, ac­ 
cording to some estimates. The 85 con­ 
sist of 58 adult education teachers; 17 
homebound teachers, eight subject coor­ 
dinators. and one supervisor of nurses. 
The question could have a profound ef­ 
fect on the future of the two teacher 
organizations. One or both of the 
organizations claim all or part of the in­ 
dividuals involved.

Lompoc’s expertmenU.1 public tran­ 
sportation system w ill be launched 
Wednesday when two yellow-and-white 
16-passenger Mercedez Benz diesel 
buses begin traversing a fixed route 
designed to put bus service within three 
blocks of every home in the city. 
Rides will be free for the first week of 
service to encourage residents to try out 
the new bus line. Thereafter, the fare 
win be 50 cents per person anywhere 
within the city and 75 rents to or from 
the Federal Correctional Institution. Stu­ 
dents 18 and under and those receiving 
Supplementary Security Income will be 
charged 25 cents. 
The 10-month pilot program w ill 
provide 105 hours of service each week 
starting at 7 a.m. and concluding at 8 
p.m. during the week. Saturday service 
w ill be from 8 a.m. to 5 p m and there 
w ill be intermittent service on Sundays. 
A late-evening pick up service will be 
offered daily except Sunday and Monday 
to take persons home from meetings, 
alums and sim ilar activities 
The transportation service w ill he over 
a fixed ro u te, sta rtin g at the 
northeastern corner of the city at A 
Street and Central Avenue, ending at the 
southwestern corner at V Street and 
Olive Avenue. 
A map showing the initial route of the 
bus service is on Page 2. The buses will 
travel near shopping arena, medical 
facilities, parks, public buildings, 
schools, the library and the Greyhound 
Bus Depot. Tripe will be made to PCI to 
correspond to visiting hours. 


Ja ck Lam . Lompoc comm unity 
development director, said that after a 
trial period, the initial routes and 
schedules will be adjusted if necessary. 


Lam said pick ups w ill be made at in­ 
tersections. in front of the hospital and at 
public buildings. When the system has 
been refined, specific bus stops may be 
established. 


Lam said the bus will stop oi ly on the 
right side of the street. Since the doors 
open outward automatically, passengers 
should stand clear, he added. 


When the free-ride period has con­ 
cluded, passengers boarding the bus will 
be required to have the exact fare 
because the drivers cannot make t 
change. Lam said. 


He emphasized that no animals will be 
allowed on the bus except seeing-eye' 
dogs No smoking regulations will be en­ 
forced and food and beverages will not 
be permitted. 


When a passenger desires to leave the 
bus, Lam said, a light touch on a yellow 
electronic touch strip above the window . 
will signal the driver to stop at the next 
intersection. 


Copies of the bus schedule will be 
available from the driver or in advance 
from the Lompoc Transportation System 
office hi Suite 22! at 205 North H St. 


Persons on SS. will be required to pre­ 
sent evidence of certification in order to 
obtain a discount identification card. Ap­

The city has established the pilot 
project under a mandate from the Local 
Area Planning Council in order to con­ 
tinue to qualify for 
funds from the 
Public Transportation Act (SB-325). The 
city contracted with the Community Ac­ 
tion Commission to run the bus system, 
using the two Mercedes Benz buses 
purchased by the city, Dean Crowder 
w ill manage the transportation service 
for the CAC.

POINTE A PIT R E, Guadeloupe (U P I) 
— Earth tremors shook La Soufriere 
volcano at the rate of more than 46 an 
hour today and authorities warned 
refugees returning to the danger zone 
that they did so at their own peril 
But experts were still split on whether 
a major eruption was imminent. 
Seismographs at St. Charles fortress 
on this French Caribbean island 
registered 464 tremors on the slopes of 
La Soufriere between 8 p.m. Monday and 
6 a.m. today, authorities said. 
In spite of the temblors and Monday’s 
fresh violent eruption of the crater, 
which injured five scientists exploring 
near the summit of the 4.900-foot moun­ 
tain, authorities allowed the 72,000 
refugees from the volcano’s flanks to 
return home during daylight hours to 
tend fields and feed farm animals

creasing tremors along with the blast of 
flying rock and ash Monday may be a

Kissinger hits race 
laws in South Africa 


PH ILA D ELPH IA (U P I) - South 
Africa's strict racial segregation laws 
are “ incompatible with any sense of 
human dignity," Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger said today. 
Addressing the black oriented Oppor­ 
tunities 
Industrialization Center, Kis­ 
singer referred to recent widespread 
racial rioting in apartheid South Africa, 
ruled by whites and inhabited over­ 
whelmingly by blacks. 
“ South Africa's internal structure is 
incompatible with any sense of human 
dignity,” he said. “ No system which 
leads to periodic upheavals and violence 
can possibly be just or acceptable — nor 
can it last.” 
“ We are deeply saddened by the recent 
and continuing pressures in black 
townships, universities and schools 
throughout South Africa. They are a 
dramatic evidence of the frustrations of 
black Africans toward a system which 
denies them a status, equality, and 
political rights." 
But. in an apparent attempt not to es­ 
trange South Africa because of that 
govenment's “ constructive" help in at­ 
tempts to solve problems in Namibia and 


Rhodesia. Kissinger said the work) and 
most black African leaders recognize the 
right of whites to live peacefully in South 
Africa. 
"Its white settlers have lived on 
African soil for centuries.” he said. “ No 
one, including the responsible leaders of 
black Africa, challenges their rights to 
remain there. 
“ Unlike Rhodesia and Namibia. South 
Africa cannot be regarded as an il­ 
legitimate government, as an outside 
colonial intrusion," he said. 
“ We urge South Africa to take account 
of the conscience of humanity. Vj/e will 
continue to use all our influence to bring 
about peaceful change, equality of oppor­ 
tunity. and basic human rights in South 
Africa. 
“ Our policy is based upon the premise 
that within a reasonable period of time, 
we will see a clear eve'ution toward just 
internal arrangement." 
He said the fact that Namibia, the 
Southwest African territory controlled 
by South Africa, would shortly be in­ 
dependent and that was, “ in itself, a 
major breakthrough " 
Irish premiere asks new 
powers to deal with IRA 


DUBLIN, Ireland (U P I) - Premier 
Liam Cos grave asked Parliament today 
to declare a state of national emergency 
in the Irish Republic and give him 
sweeping new powers to crush the out­ 
lawed Irish Republican Army once and 
for all. 


He told a specially summoned session 
of Parliament that the IRA was "an 
armed conspiracy against lives and 
democratic government." 
“ Let the message go out clearly from 
here today.” Cosgrave said. “ The Irish 
people, through their elected represen­ 


tatives, their democratic government 
and their security forces, are pledged to 
... rid our country once and for all of this 
conspiracy of hate and evil," 


Former Premier Jack Lynch, speak 
ing for Fianna Fail, the main parliamen­ 
tary opposition, pledged his support in 
fighting the IRA — which he described as 
the 
enemies of the Irish people," But 
said he would oppose the declaration of 
an emergency as “ unnecessary “ 
“ The events referred to by the govern­ 
ment do not justify the declaration of a 
state of emergency " Lynch said. 


Airport lease here 
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County supervisors quickly voted Monday to 
execute a new fixed base operator agreement 
for the Lompoc County Airport Monday, terming 
Lompoc Aviation, the lessee, as highly efficient 
and performing all the needed services at the 
airport. 
At the same time the board held up negotia­ 
tions with William Luke, current fixed bast! 
operator at Santa Ynez County Airport, and Bob 
d*Agostini, maintenance operator, for new 
leases, in deciding to open up both operations to 
outside bidders. 
Chester C. Waite III and George Bedford form 
a partnership doing business as Lompoc Avia­ 
tion. The County Airport Committee had recom­ 
mended execution of a revised lease with the 
pair. The committee also voted 3-2 to have the 
Transportation director, Leland Steward, 
negotiate new leases with Luke and d’Agostini, 
but this was sidetracked when a motion by 
Supervisor James M. Slater of Goleta to open it 
up to outside bidding as well as approved. 
Supervisor Francis H. Beattie of Lompoc, a 
backer of Luke, eventually went along with the 
Slater motion when he saw he lacked the votes to 
support the subdivision committee recommen­ 
dation. But Beattie warned there would be 
‘problems ahead" in opening the door in such a 
fashion. 
Luke's present lease expires Nov 6, and the 
board was warned it might face complications if 
it didn't give him a new lease. Legal counsel for 
Luke maintained Luke might have as much as a 


$6,000 to $10,000 investment on the property, in­ 
cluding a "lot of equipment, a beacon and other 
things." 
The Airport Committee will evaluate the 
proposals before they go on to the board, it was 
agreed. Stan Radom of Santa Ynez Valley is a 
member of the committee and voted with Slater 
to open Luke’s lease to outside bidders. 
County Transportation Director Leland 
Steward said the Santa Ynez Airport operation 
was highly unusual in that Luke also ran a car 
rental business, utilizing 31 1958 vehicles for 
patrons flying in and without cars. The county 
closed down the car rental business early in July 
pending Luke’s setting up an acceptable in­ 
surance arrangement. 
Slater claimed the Luke lease should go to bid 
because there was a "lack of efficiency" at the 
airport over a lengthy period of time. He said 
Valley people seemed split over supporting 
Luke, after Beattie claimed there was much 
support for Luke and d'Agostini shown at a re­ 
cent Airport Committee meeting. 
Slater said he had no criticism of d’Agostini’s 
maintenance work. 
Steward, who termed Luke a "controversial 
individual in the community and not easy to deal 
with," said he "didn’t know if two people could 
make a living" at the airport, but added that 
Luke and d'Agostini appear to have done so for 
the past six months of their dual operation. 
Luke’s "biggest profit" was in the car rental 
end, Beattie said, pointing out there was little 
profit in the lease otherwise.

Some top county officials 
privately predicted that 
veteran County Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie might never 
return to his desk in the County 
Administration Building in 
Santa Barbara after his second 
collapse Aug. 9 in little more 
than a month. 
But Beattie, of Lompoc, was 
on hand Monday morning at the 
weekly supervisors' session 
when chairman Frank J. Frost 
rapped for the meeting to come 
to order. He had missed only 
two meetings of the board after 
being carried from the super­ 
visors' hearing room and 
hospitalized after suffering 
what was described as a mild 
heart failure creating problems 


of breathing. 
Although looking a bit pale, 
Beattie, who is retiring this 
year to wind up 12 years on the 
board from the Fourth District, 
did not appear to be taxing 
himself too much in showing up 
for the all-day session. Anyone 
unaware he had suffered a 
serious collapse would not have 
noticed much difference in him. 
His aide. George Hutson, 
remarked that Beattie had 
decided to come to the super­ 
visors’ meeting after spending 
an hour or so in his office in the 
Lompoc county building a few 
days last week. 
Although he is in his 84th 
year, and ailing, Beattie is 
determined, from all accounts, 
to finish out his final term.

Breach of contract charged 
County moves to replace 
'visiting homemaker' firm

County supervisors voted un­ 
animously Monday that a sub­ 
stantial breach of contract had 
occurred in regard to Visiting 
Homes Services performance 
in carrying out a homemaker 
services contract with the 
county in assisting elderly 
persons with their chores. 
The contracting firm, with of­ 
fices in San Francisco and 
Santa Barbara, will get a 60- 
day notice of cancellation as 
well. 
Meanwhile, the board voted 
to award an interim contract to 
Homemakers Upjohn Corp. un­ 
til the county can set up new 
contract specifications to 
receive bids for a permanent 
proposal for the remainder of 
the fiscal year ending June 30. 


The board was informed 
checks of employes of Visiting 


Home Services were "boun­ 
cing" and that the firm was 
qontemplating filing a petition 
for bankruptcy. 
The county counsel’s office 
said the county’s potential 
liability would be only about 
$16,000 to Visiting Homes Ser­ 
vices for "net damage" to the 
firm for two months, should the 
county’s action be contested 
The county had continued its 
contract with Visiting Home 
Services earlier this summer 
for another year, although 
Upjohn had submitted the same 
bid of $3.38 per hour for chores 
performed. The new Upjohn bid 
is for $3.96 per hour based on 
"added expenses," the board 
was told. 
The county supervisors were 
surprised to hear from Welfare 
Director Arthur Nelson that the 


state funding for the program 
will be adequate even in spite of 
the increased bid figure of 
Upjohn for the coming months. 
Nelson said the county "has 
an allocation of $622,640" com­ 
ing to it under the program, and 
that the state will even adjust 
this figure upward to meet the 
proposed $4.24 hourly rate of­ 
fered by Upjohn when higher 
minimum pay rates in the state 
go into effect in October. 
Supervisors took action to 
keep the program going when it 
was feared that employes 
would quit rather than risk non­ 
payment in the future under the 
Visiting Home Services con­ 
tract. 
Some 200 employes are in­ 
volved in the program, with 
more than 800 persons receiv­ 
ing services vital to them, the 
board was told.

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Soviet buildup 
seen 'aggressive 


LONDON (UP1) - The 
Soviet navy’s growing strength 
and worldwide deployment ap­ 
pears designed for a war of 
aggression against the West, 
the au th oritative Ja n e ’s 
Fighting Ships reported today. 
Jane’s, a standard referer * 
of the world’s navies, said in its 
1976-77 edition 
the Soviet 
Union has three times as many 
submarines as the United 
States and has started to 
challenge America’s years-long 
supremacy in flat tops by 


building the first two of a plan­ 
ned fleet of six 40,000-ton 
“Kiev” class aircraft carriers. 
But, even so, Jane’s said, the 
United States remains predomi­ 
nant in carriers. 
Capt. John Moore, the book’s 
editor and a former deputy 
chief of British naval intelligen­ 
ce, said in a forward to the edi­ 
tion that the armament of the 
ships and the introduction of 
carrier-borne aircraft “ has 
suggested an extended outlook 
beyorid that of pure defense.” 
Adm. Gayler tells 
Russ army strength 


HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
retired chief of the U.S. 
military’s Pacific Command 
says the Russians are maintain­ 
ing 40 army divisions along the 
Chinese border in case of at­ 
tack. 
Adm. Noel Gayler, 61, re­ 
lieved Monday by Adm. Mau­ 
rice F. Weisner, said in an in­ 
terview that the Army divi­ 
sions were supported “ by a 
strong integral air force.” 
Gayler also said the second 
largest of the Russian fleets 
was based near Vladivostok 
“ with a strong integrated naval 
air activity.” 


Concerning the naval and air 
units, the admiral said: “ This 
show of strength is intended 
both for the People’s Republic 
of China and for the United 
States. It is also there to 
overawe some of the other 
countries in the Pacific area.” 
He said in 1969 he thought the 
Russians and Chinese were go* 
ing to engage in a full-scale 
war, when skirmishing was 
reported along their border. 
“There was some chance of 
escalation when they were 


fighting over the U ssuri 
River,” he said. “ It was one of 
those e sc a la tio n things 
aggravated by the boundary 
dispute along the U ssuri 
River.” 
Gayler, who commanded 
America’s forces from Africa 
east to the American West 
Coast the past four years, also 
discussed R ussia’? m issile 
facility at Berbers on the Gulf 
of Aden which has a 14,006-foot 
runway capable of handling the 
heaviest Soviet bombers. 
“ The oil tanker routes that 
come out of the Persian Gulf 
carry 80 per cent of the Middle 
East oil," the former director 
of the National Security Agency 
said, “ and who is sitting out 
there right now astraddle those 
routes? The Soviets.” 
Gayler also said the Berbera 
facilities enabled the Soviets to 
expand their influence into the 
Indian Ocean for the first time 
as it gave them an operational 
base far removed from their 
Black Sea ports. 
“ The ultimate strategic im­ 
portance of the Soviet presence 
in this area is very significant,” 
Gayler said. 


“ When in the past a country 
with few overseas financial or 
colonial interests has embarked 
on the building of a considera­ 
ble fleet, the true aims of the 
ships concerned have proved to 
be not only protection of the 
homeland and the sea lines of 
communications which run to it 
but also aggressive activities 
designed to support national 
policy,” Moore said. 
Jane’s said the naval bases 
the Soviets have acquired in 
such places as Cuba, North 
Africa, Guinea, Somalia and 
Aden coupled with the world­ 
wide deployment of Soviet 
naval power “ could well affect 
the maintenance of Western sea 
lines of communications.” 
Jane's said the Soviet fleet’s 
chief weakness, is its crews, 
made up entirely of draftees. 
It listed total Soviet subma­ 
rine strength as 
nuclear and 
255 diesel-powered vessels. The 
United States'has 105 nuclear- 
pbwered vessels, with anothei 
31 under construction, but only 
12 diesel-powered ships and 
three in reserve. 
It said the U.S. submarine 
fleet includes 73 attack sub­ 
marines, designed to seek out 
and destroy other submarines, 
and 27 others now being built. 
The Soviets have 40 nuclear and 
122 diesel-powered submarines 
of this type. 
Jane’s said the Soviets are 
pressing ahead with a formida­ 
ble submarine building pro­ 
gram. including more nuclear 
subs armed with low-level 
cruise m issiles, torpedoes, 
short-range ballistic missiles 
and intercontinental missiles 
with ranges of 4,200 miles. 
The U.S. carrier force pre­ 
sently consists of 13 flat tops, 
two of them nuclear powered, a 
14th used for training and two 
more nuclear vessels scheduled 
to enter service in the next five 
years. 
Mondale charges arms sales 
weakening American security 


SAN FRANCISCO (UFI) - 
America's security is endan­ 
gered by massive sale of U.S. 
arms abroad. Democratic vice 
presidential candidate Walter 
Mondale declared here.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Harry Hubbard, president at 
the Texas AFL-CIO. wants to 
know if people would scream if 
they paid $40,000 for a car.

He figures they would 
So he wants them to scream 
about what they pay for natural 
gas. or for the electricity that 
comes of its use. 
Hubbard, in testimony Mon­ 
day at a hearing by the House 
Subcommittee on Oversight and 
Investigations, contended that 
Texas gas producers have 
plenty of g a s but have 
manipulated the market to mul­ 
tiply the prices. 
Headed by Rep. John Moss, 
D-Calif.. the committee has 
been examining the prices for 
natural gas sold in the same 
state as produced: the “ intra­ 
state” natural gas. Other 
natural gas, sold across state 
lines, is federally regulated at 
52 cents a thousand cubic feet. 
About two years ago, Hub­ 
bard said, utility bills in Austin, 
Tex., jumped from the lowest 
in the state to the highest... Our 
gas bills skyrocketed as well. 
Gas production monopolies 
simply had us by the ear and 
would not let us go.” 
If other commodities had 


gone up the same rate, he said, 
a Chevrolet would cost $40,000, 
a burger $4.80, a haircut $24, a 
pair of shoes $240. and a six- 
pack $12.80 
“ What caused natural gas 
produced and sold in Texas to 
go from 24 cents to $1 96 a thou­ 
sand cubic feet?” Hubbard 
asked. “That is the question 
that you and other committees 
should be trying to answer.” 
Moss agreed that the Texas 
experience “ is not a pretty one 
... Many of its 12 million 
citizens are undergoing serious 
economic hardship due to 
spiraling utility rates triggered 
by unregulated natural gas 
prices.” 
But Rep Richard White, D- 
Tex., said the current prices 
more nearly reflect the actual 
cost of producing gas. Inter­ 
state gas. he said, should also 
be freed from regulated prices. 
“ It is difficult for anyone to 
believe that we will ever be 
able to return to the days of 40 
and 50-cent gas.” White said. 
“ But on the other hand, there is 
every reason to believe deregu­ 
lation could result in uniform 
costs to everyone, and coots 
with which we could live.” 
White added. “ If we accept 
the fact that costs cannot be 
low. let us at least hope that 
they can be equitable.” 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer will meet South African 
Prime Minister John Vorster in 
Zurich this weekend for another 
round of talks on unrest in 
southern Africa. He then may 
make another African visit. 


The State Department an­ 
nounced Monday that Kissinger 
will meet with Vorster Satur­ 
day through Monday. 


The talks are expected to deal 
with issues of black majority 
rule in white-run Rhodesia, in­ 
dependence for South West 
Africa (Namibia) and the 
rioting in South Africa that has 
left 291 dead since June.. 


Kissinger will stop in London 
on Friday for talks with senior 
British officials in efforts to get 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith to agree to a timetable 
for the transfer of power to the 
cotmtry's black majority. 


State Department spokesman 
Robert L. Funseth said the 
United States is consulting the 
British because it regards them 
as having the primary responsi­ 
bility for Rhodesia, which 
declared its independence of 
Britain in 1965. 
Smith has refused to agree to 


a majority government and is 
now fighting a guerrilla war 
with neighboring countries, es­ 
pecially Mozambique. 


Vorster. at Kissinger's re­ 
quest. has been acting as a mid­ 
dleman in attempts to persuade 
Smith to yield. 
Following his talks with 
Vorster. Kissinger will return 
to London for further talks to 
decide whether he should go to 
Zambia. Zaire. Tanzania, and 
Mozambique, which border 
Rhodesia 


Also on the agenda is South 
Africa's failure to agree to 
United Nations’ demands that 
South Africa allow Namibia to 
hold U N -supervised elections. 


Informed sources said that if 
Kissinger goes to Africa he also 
may include a visit to South 
Africa for more talks with 
Vorster. as well as the Ivory 
Coast. Nigeria and Kenya. 


Vorster and Kissinger last 
met June 23. while violent anti- 
government rioting occurred in 
the black South African town­ 
ship of Soweto, near Johannes­ 
burg Vorster said then the un­ 
rest was an attempt to em­ 
barrass him during the en­ 
counter. 


Steel 
prices 
cut back 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - In 
apparent deference to the auto 
industry and the government, 
the steel industry is rolling 
back a previously announced 4.5 
per cent price increase. 
U.S. Steel Corp., the coun­ 
try’s biggest steelmaker, ini­ 
tiated the rollback Monday and 
other major producers followed 
suit. 
Shortly after the rollback 
began, the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability in Washington 
announced that as a result it is 
dropping an “accelerated” in­ 
quiry into steel prices. 
Council Chairman William 
Lilly III said the decision was 
made after consultation with 
the White House. 
The steel industry had an­ 
nounced the 4.5 per cent price 
increase earlier in the month on 
sheet and strip products, used 
extensively in the manufacture 
of automobiles and home ap­ 
pliances. The increase was to 
have become effective Oct. 1. 
General Motors already had 
announced an over-all average 
increase of 5.9 per cent on 1977 
model cars. Other car compa­ 
nies have not yet announced 
new prices. 
A GM spokesm an said , 
“ Even with the steel price in­ 
crease rolled back, our cost in­ 
creases are substantially 
greater than our price increase. 


Going along with the steel 
price rollback were No. 2 
ranked Bethlehem Steel Corp., 
Inland Steel Co., Jones k 
Laughlin Steel Corp., Wheeling- 
Pittsburgh Steel Corp.. and 
Republic Steel Corp- 
Armco Steel Corp apparently 
set the stage for the rollback 
* last week when it delayed the 
increase from Oct. 1 to Jan. 2, 
1977. At that time. National 
Steel. J& L and Wheeling- 
Pittsburgh said they would not 
agree to any postponement. 
Lilly said his agency will in­ 
corporate the study of steel 
prices in a long-term report on 
all primary metals industries 
which is due by the end of the 
year.

Moscow diplomats speculate 
Safety Council predicts 
Kosygin s future 
360-460 holiday heaths 
over ailing 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Diplomat­ 
ic Moscow buzzed with specula­ 
tion about the future of Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin today, but 
Soviet officials remained silent 
on a London report Kosygin suf­ 
fered a stroke recently and was 
saved from drowning by Ms 
bodyguards. 
The report in the London 
Evening News Monday said the 
72-y ear-old premier was swim­ 
ming in the Moscow River when 
he suffered a stroke. It said his 
guards gave him mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and saved 
his life The newspaper quoted 
Russian sources as saying Ms 
condition was not serious. 
Soviet officials were not 
prepared to talk about the 
report. No mention is ever 
made here of the private lives 
of Com m unist party and 
government leaders and it is 
considered ill mannered to br­ 
ing up the subject 
One official in the Council of 
Ministers, of which Kosygin is 
chairman, said all he knew was 
that the premier was on vaca­ 
tion. 
Kosygin is known to have a 
dacha — country house — on 
the Moscow River, and a group 
of visiting Japanese industrial- 


tsts said in mid-August they 
were told by Soviet officials 
Kosygin could not receive them 
because he was ill. There was 
no indication of the nature or 
seriousness of the illness 
The London report said the 
alleged swimming mishap 
cam e to light when the 
Japanese visited Moscow. 
One theory being considered 
by Western diplomats today 
was that the story was true and

Other officials have said 
Project Ibex involves the es­ 
tablishment of a fl billion 
system capable of monitoring 
communications, possibly from 
missile sites, in neighboring

Growing Older 


Take old schools out of retirement 


By LOU COTTON 
Some of the schools that we senior-agers built with 
our taxes now stand unused and forlorn. Blank win­ 
dows stare out on empty school yards. We dare not 
calculate the total in money paid by our generation to 
build and maintain these now-vacant buildings. 
Our children once gave the buildings vibrant life. 
But now, all is silence. Public schools are closing in 
many places. In Huntington, N.Y., акте, five schools 
already have closed. Fifteen more schools may be in 
excess in that district by the end of the decade. 
Nor is that situation peculiar to Long Island. Ac­ 
cording to the Educational Facilities Laboratories, a 
decline in school population of five million students 
has been predicted over the nation by the early 1980s. 
Officials in cities and suburbs, in small towns and 
large, consider what to do with excess school 
facilities. At this writing, in Jacksonville, Fla., 17 
schools have closed. In Salt Lake City, Utah, 24. In 
Fort Dodge, Iowa, five closings. And so on throughout 
the nation. 


We, the elderly, have reason to claim some rights in 
determining the use of those excess schools. After all, 
we paid for them! Some progress has been reported. In 
Austin. Minn., a former elementary school is now a 
senior recreation cent«:. In Ithaca, N.Y., old DeWitt 
High School has been remodeled for senior citizen and 
community housing. In the same city, the Ithaca care 
center is a domiciliary care facility for the elderly. 
Formerly. It, too, was a school. 


The logic of turning unused schools into senior 
citizen apartment housing is unanswerable. School 
buildinp are usually on one floor. They are already 
equipped for communication from room to room. They 
have facilities for eating, for recreation, for simple 
medical care. They are bright. They have space out­ 
doors for socializing in good weather. 
More important, local authorities, harried by finan­ 
cial demands, may be tempted to sell the properties to 
business firms. School buildings will make good fac­ 
tories and offices as well as homes for seniors. But 


moat excess schools are In residential areas. So we do 
have a fight on our hands 
We must recognize that all over America, excess 
school buildings offer the best possible opportunity to 
revise local plans for senior citizen housing upward. 
But we seniors will not get such housing unless we 
push for It. We must work with our local school boards 
as individuals and through our local and national 
organizations. Additionally, we should contribute to 
the planning which goes into the changeover from 
school rooms to senior citizen dwelling units. 
A hand rail on the bathtub does not turn an ordinary 
apartment into a senior citizen apartment. The good, 
solid, safe, single-story school buildings are there. 
'¡Throughout the country, some architects are looking 
to the seniors themselves for ideas. They want to turn 
the schools into ideal homes for us. They, therefore, 
have a right to expect some input from us. We know 
what we want; what we need; what housing features 
will help us lead a happier, more comfortable life. 
Three approaches are open to us as advocates. 
Depending on the number of available school 
buildings, we can seek public housing for the elderly, 
public-assisted housing for the elderly, or conven­ 
tionally financed housing for the elderly. Government 
systems exist to implement all three financing 
methods. 
In working with the architects, our best bet is to 
reach the colleges of architecture. In my home area. 
Frederick Bental. a professor of architecture at the 
New York Institute of Technology, will be supervising 
an effort to evaluate our housing ideas. His findings 
will be studied throughout the country. Steven Cataldo 
of Commack. N.Y., a fifth-year student at the In­ 
stitute, has chosen as his thesis, “The Renovation of 
Superfluous School Buildings into Senior Citizen Hous­ 
ing and Recreation Centers.” 
Bental and Cataldo both will be working with Vicki 
Moses of the Educational Facilities Laboratories of 
New York. The latter organization now has a book in 
preparation covering the use of excess schools for 
senior housing and like projects.

Solvang will stage is annual 
colorful Danish Days celebra­ 
tion Saturday and Sunday, Sept. 
18-19, but the 1976 edition, like 
others of recent years, bear lit­ 
tle resemblance in magnitude 
or character to the simple 
home town festivals of the past. 
The Danish Days celebrations 
of today, which involve 
hundreds of Solvang and Santa 
Ynez Valley residents and 
which annually in recent years 
have attracted crowds pegged 
at the 50,000 mark still adhere 
to their original purpose, 
however. 
That aim is to remind the 
people of the Danish-American 
community of their ties with 
the old country. 
In the fledgling days of the 
colony, the first Danish com­ 
munity founded on the Pacific 
Coast in 1911, there were few, 
if any, visitors and the simple 
celebrations were not known as 
Danish Days. 
In the “old days,” the entire 
community joined each year for 
a get-together on June 5, 
"Grundlovs Dag,” which com­ 
memorates the date of the 
adoption of Denmark’s con­ 
stitution. 
The one-day celebrations 
June 5 in Solvang were marked 
by their simplicity and un­ 
pretentiousness. Schools were 
closed for the day and 
townspeople gathered to view 
folk plays characteristic of life 
in Denmark in Atterdag Ca­ 
nyon, there were picnics, folk 
dancings, banquets, speeches 
and programs highlighted by 
musical presentations in the 
town park. 
Young and old enjoyed the 
day’s festivities which also in­ 
cluded horse games, such as 
ring riding as well as Slaa Kat- 
ten ad Tonden, hitting the cat 
out of the barrel. 
The forerunner of today’s 
Danish Days came in 1936, the 
year of the silver anniversary 
of the town. 
Solvang's first Danish Days 
celebration was held June 17-18, 
1937. and was known variously 
that year as Danish Days, Den- 
m ark 
D ays 
or 
D anish 
Nationalfesten. 
The event drew hundreds of 
Danes from all parts of Califor­ 
nia 
With the multitude of 
today’s motels in Solvang yet to 
come, accommodations for 
guests were provided in private 
homes

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Borg wins third 
straight US Pro

In the era of cross-country bicycle treks, the 
bikecentennial and the Evel Knievel pedal-powered 
motocross for two-stroke tykes, bicycling is piling 
up fans in both worlds — the living and the dead. 
In the past five years, the sport has been picking 
up bikers by the millions while ambulance crews 
bave been picking them up by the thousands. 
Bicycling has evolved from a simple occasional 
weekend activity for many, to almost a daily death 
race against the odds for the health conscious or the 
environmental activist. 
Since California separated bicycle accidents 
from other traffic accidents in IMS, there has been 
a frightening climb in auto-bike collisions with a 
peak increase of 86 per cent in 1972, according to 
Barbara Bania, a planning coordinator in the Office 
of Traffic Safety in Sacramento. 
Despite a decline from the 1972 high, Bania said 
there were 9,400 reported injuries which resulted 
from auto-bike accidents on the state's roadways in 


1975. In addition, 79 riders were injured fatally last 
year. 
Bania further pointed out that it is “ unknown how 
many bicyclists are injured in unreported acci­ 
dents. 
“ One study," Bania said, “ indicates that those 
reported may represent only 20 per cent of those 
that require medical attention." 
Last year in Lompoc alone, there were 19 acci­ 
dents reported which included a fatality and 14 in­ 
juries, according to Lompoc Police Department 
records. Through the first six months of this year, 
there have been eight reported collisions with 
another fatality and four injuries. The 1976 figures 
appear low for the midway point compared to 1975, 
but the latter part of the year includes the busy 
summer months of July and August.

Borg, who won the French and Italian 
Opens in 1975, heated up after struggling 
with his backhand in the first set to best 
Solomon for the seventh time the two 
have met. He dropped the first set 
tiebreaker, seven points to three, and fell 


behind 0-2 in the second set — the victim 
of Solomon’s harassing "moonbaUs." 
Then Borg's legs thawed and his game 
came together. 
At that point he began getting his 
backhand shots over the net and started 
hitting harder and deeper, keeping 
Solomon behind the baseline. Solomon 
managed a break in the fourth game to 
take a 3-1 lead but Borg salvaged the 
fifth game, after falling behind 15-40, and 
won seven of the next eight games to 
turn the match around. 


In the third set, Borg led 3-1 when 
Solomon sealed his own fate. 
“ I think the turning point came in the 
fifth game when he was serving for game 
point and I finally broke him," Borg 
said. "Then, when 1 broke him again to 
go ahead 4-3. I felt I had a really good 
chance to win." 
White Borg loosened his game in the 
cool night air, Solomon tightened up. 
"I had my chance but my legs got stiff 
in the second set and 1 couldn’t reach for- 
balls in the second set like I did in the 
first,” the 5-fooHMnch Solomon said. 
" I was getting cold every time we 
changed sides. Still, though, it was the 
best I’ve ever played against him and it’s 
some consolation that 1 won a set against 
him." 


Football lottery is allowed 
to continue into NFL season 


WILMINGTON, Del. (U PI) - Delaware’s profes­ 
sional football lottery, which is facing legal opposition 
from the National Football League, will be allowed to 
continue until well into the football season because of 
an NFL legal action. 
Attorneys for the league agreed Monday to con­ 
solidate a motion for a preliminary injunction with a 
lawsuit seeking a permanent injunction. The legal ac­ 
tion was taken to speed up the legal process on an NFL 
lawsuit, but it means the lottery can continue until a 
decision is made in the case. 
On Monday, U.S. District Court Judge Walter 
Stapleton tentatively set Nov. 1 for the trial's start. 
Stapleton set the date after meeting Monday with NFL 
attorneys, Delaware Attorney General Richard Wier 
and other officials. 
After the meeting, NFL attorneys said they wanted 
to get a decision on their lawsuit as soon as possible 
and therefore decided to combine the preliminary in­ 
junction motion with the main lawsuit. 
NFL attorney Norman E. Veasey said the decision 
"eliminates one step in the process" and was done "in 
the interest of bringing the whole matter to the court 
as expeditiously as possible." 
Veasey added that as a result of the NFL legal 


maneuver, “ there will be some opportunity for the 
state to proceed with its lottery between now and the 
time of the trial. Whether or not that means the state 
will be able to proceed with the lottery through the end 
of the season will depend on further proceedings in the 
case." 
Had the league continued to pursue a preliminary 
injunction, there was a chance that Stapleton could 
have ordered the lottery to halt sometime before the 
trial begins. 
The NFL last week lost a bid to prevent the lottery 
from starting Sept. 1, the date lottery tickets become 
available, when Stapleton denied a request for a tem­ 
porary restraining order. 


In its lawsuit, the NFL claims the lottery will 
adversely affect the integrity of professional football 
and also infringe on the league’s trademark rights. 
NFL attorneys and Wier said they will attempt to 
quickly dear up pretrial matters so the trial can 
begin Nov. 1. Wier estimated the trial will last a week. 
According to Wier, NFL attorneys asked Stapleton 
at Monday’s meeting to begin the trial Sept. 13. But 
Wier said he objected to that date. Stapleton then 
suggested Nov. 1 and both sides agreed.

“ When we had good years and won pennants and 
World Series, I didn’t push and say ‘gimme this and 
gimme that,’ and when we didn’t have good years they 
didn’t push me, ao it all worked out all right," he says 
Every year around this time, whether the Dodgers 
are in the race or out of it, the guessing starts over 
whether Walt Alston will be back or not 
The same thing is going on now and the Dodgers 
haven’t said anything yet one way or the other 
Alston doesn’t look worried about it. 
"When Buzzie (Bavasi) used to be there. I’d just go 
home after the season and show up in the spring," he 
said, smiling. “ I just assumed I had a job unless I was 
told I was fired. Since Buzzie has left, they generally 
tell me after the season is over just before I go home 
People keep asking me what about next year and I tell 
em all the same thing I'm gonna wait until the end of 
the season and see how I feel. Maybe Walter O’Malley 
will make the decision for me " 
It’s unlikely O’Malley feels the need for a change at 
this time I think he’d like to see Alston finish out 25 
years, next season and the one after, and then move 


coach Tom LaSorda into the job. 
Nobody could possibly find great fault with Alston’s 
performance as a manager this year. Pure and simply, 
the Reds aie a much stronger club than the Dodgers, 
yet the Dodgers are not completely out of the race. 
Alston’s enthusiasm for managing hasn’t 
diminished. His health is still good, his mind sharp, his 
hand firm. 
Last week be became so angry with Allan Malamud. 
Sports Editor for the Los Angeles Herald Examiner, 
because of a story Malamud wrote saying it was time 
for a change that he challenged the writer to settle 
things in his private office. 
After thinking it over awhile, Alston phoned 
Malamud later and apologized. 
" I told him 1 wanted to apologize for some of the per­ 
sonal things I said about him," said Alston. " I think he 
is a pretty decent guy a no I had no ritfit to say to him 
what I did. But I also told him I still thought It was an 
unfair article he wrote. It's all straightened out now. I 
don’t really have any kick. Over the years, the writers 
have been very fair where I’m concerned If you’re in 
this business, you gotta realize that everything that’s 
written or said about you isn’t going to be all good 
Alston admits he was in deep water when he was 
first named the Dodgers’ manager in 1954 while they 
still were in Brooklyn. 
“ I didn’t know how to pitch to the hitters, I didn’t 
know nothing," he says, giving himself me worst of it. 
"Lucxuy, I was fortunate to have Billy Herman as one 
of my coaches and a vclean club with fellows Uke Pee 
Wee Reese, Gii Hodges, Roy Campanella and Carl 
Erskine They could’ve made it very tough on me if 
they wanted, but they helped me instead." 
Don Sutton is the veteran member of the present 
Dodger club He calls Watt Alston "one of the most 
honest men I’ve ever met." 
“ I hope he continues to manage,” Sutton says. "If he 
doesn't, there are some of us who are so conditioned to 
his kind of honest relationship and the fact he treats us 
as responsible adults, whether we are or not, that if 
there is a change, some of us-are in for a rude 
awakening " 
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Commissioner Cousy 
says soccer league 
will exist next year 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) — Bob Cousy, second-year commissioner of 
the struggling American Soccer League, is confident the league will 
return next year. 
"It is not going to fold." said the former Boston Celtic basketball 
great. "The league will continue to exist. It’s just a question of direc­ 
tion. I don’t know whether it will move forward, remain the same or 
drop some teams But it will continue." 
He was here for a Saturday night ASL championship game between 
the Los Angeles Skyhawks and the New York Apollo. Los Angeles won 
2-1. 
As with moat troubled sports operations, the ASL’s problems 
revolve around money. Weak franchises, both financially and com­ 
petitively, continue to plague the circuit despite league efforts to 
eliminate the losers. 
At the end of the 1975 season, the ASL hierarchy folded the three 
weakest teams and added five others. But with attendance running 
behind that of the rival North American Soccer League. Cousy is con­ 
cerned. 
"Attendenct wasn’t up very much," said Cousy. "It’s gone up tome 
over the past two years but notliing to do cartwheels over " 
Cousy said the league will continue to cut weaker teams to rectify 
the situation. 
"In my estimation, this weeding-out process taking place in both 
leagues must continue," explained Cousy. “ It’s not an unhealthy thing 
as long as you are eliminating weaker teams that cannot function on 
the level that you have to function on. 
“ We thought this was what we were doing last year. Frankly, we did 
not set our standards high enough. But we’ve learned our lesson and 
we won’t do that this year." 
Cousy said the league put a higher priority on funding last year than 
on quality of soccer. 
"Last year, it was important for us to get new franchise money in," 
said Cousy "So we were too anxious to bring in a new franchise and 
franchise money and we didn't see if these teams could function. So 
we paid the penalty." 
Will soccer make It in America? 
" I don’t know, to tell you the truth,” admitted Cousy " I agree with 
most people involved that think within a four or five year span it will 
reach a niche in the American sports scene What that might happen 
to be. I suppose, will depend on how quickly television adopts it and 
how well it’s received 
" I wasn’t particularly optimistic about the league when I took this 
job and I'm not optimistic now I look at it from a layman’s stand 
point Television will play a major role—it can turn a product around. 
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motorists blend about as well as Volkswagens in the 
Indy 5». 
"I think a lot of accidents are out of negligence 
on the part of both the biker and the driver," said 
Bud Stock, a local bUter who recently completed an 
1,800-mile ten-speed tour from Canada to Mexico 
"They are inconsiderate of each other on the road 
"There are many motorists and probably just as 
many bikers who don’t realize bikers and cars are 
subject to the same rules and have all the same 
rights," added the 57-year-old bartender who began 
riding three years ago after coronary bypass sur­ 
gery. 
Officer A1 Rowley of the California Highway 
Patrol confirmed Stock’s statement. 
“ A bicycle is a vehicle," Rowley said, "and every 
person riding a bicycle on the road has all the rights 
and is subject to all the duties of the driver of a car. 
"1 think your biggest problem with bicycle 
riding." Rowley said, "is that many of the people 
riding bikes fail to realize they have to abide by the 
rules of the road." 
The CHP spokesman noted that bicyclists can be 
cited for the same infractions as motorists and are 
cited under the same vehicle code. Violations can 
include running stop signs, impeding traffic and 
even speeding. Further, if a biker has a driver’s 
license, any tickets can go on the violator’s driving 
record, according to Rowley. 
The department uses a separate system for 
younger riders. 
"If the kid is under 15," Rowley explained, "we 
usually go the parental notification route. The 
parents will receive a notification of the violation 
and the action expected erf them. If three are writ­ 
ten in one year, we may seek prosecution because it 
is obvious the parents aren’t doing anything and we 
may have to go to court or to the probation depart­ 
ment."

But, Rowley assured that his department does 
ticket violators. 
“ A kid. 16 years old, blasts through a stop sign 
and we are going to write him up. And why not? 
He’s just waiting to be a fatal accident. 
"We’re in a gray zone all the time when we’re 
dealing with bicyclists and I don’t care whether you 
are right or wrong, if you kill someone, the average 
person is gonna be shook up for quite awhile." 
To promote safety, Rowley each year gives 
safety talks at each of the local elementary schools 
He said his department encourages flags for bikes, 
bright clothing, riding single file, checking bikes for 
any safety defects and finally, for longer rides, to 
check with his office on road choice for wideness 
and Mind corners. 
"The biggest thing," said Jim Brady, a local 
bicyclist with six years experience astride a 
derriere demanding ten-speed, “ is that you have 
got to look ahead at the parked cars to see if there’s 
someone in one about to open their door and flatten 
you. 1 think that most accidents occur from people 
opening doors." 
An obvious question arises as to who rules the 
roads and is the biker the intruder and instigator of 
most conflicts? 
"If there exists any group of people less con­ 
siderate and more ignorant than bicyclists," wrote 
"Car and Driver" columnist William Jeanes, “ my 
research ... has failed thus far to expose them. Ful­ 
ly 90 per cent of the ding-a-lings who ride bicycles 
should be put into jail or, better yet. inflated with 
their own skinny little pumps until they swell up 
and float off with the jet stream." 
Brady, who rides daily and averages about 150 
city miles a month, firmly claimed bikers cause 
most of the accidents and that they are not written 
their fair share of citations in Lompoc. 
"The kids in town are always on the wrong side of 
the road and not stopping at stop signs," hammered 
the 43-year-old postal worker. “ I don’t see one out 
of 10 who stops. 
“ I’ve never seen a cop give a ticket here (Lom­ 
poc) and I see violations every day," 
“ We enforce the law in a spirit of a way," ex­ 
plained Capt. Howard Reshoft of the Lompoc 
Police Department. "We don’t enforce it to the let­ 
ter." 
"Officers use discretion in the field and 
depending on what the violation is, there are more 
words of caution and vernal reprimands given out 
than there are citations. Depending on the reaction 
we get, the warning may be enough " 
Reshoft said the department issued 268 citations 
in 1975 and through June 30 of this year, 102 tkfcets 
had been written. 
Despite anything else. Brady said riding is only 
"as safe as the rider makes it You have to ride 
defensively. 
"You don’t have a chance to argue right or 
wrong."

United Press International 
After nearly five months of 
futile experimentation, it took 
Boston s Jim Rice just one 
night of home study-to regain 
his lost knowledge. 
The 23-year-old Rice, who as 
a rookie last season played a 
pivotal role in helping the Red 
Sox win the American League 
pennant, has had a disappoint­ 
ing sophomore year and is one 
of the m ajor reasons why 
Boston has flopped so badly in 
the AL East race. 
But. while the Red Sox are 
out of contention. Rice is mak­ 
ing a last ditch effort to salvage 
something respectable from 
this season. A .309 hitter with 
102 runs batted in last season, 
Rice has been struggling to 
reach the .270 mark this year 
but now thinks he has solved the 
flaw in his batting technique. 


In the middle of last week, 
while Rice still was monkeying 
around with different stances to 
find something comfortable at 
the plate. Boston manager Don 
Zimmer suggested that he go 
back to the stance he used a 
year ago. 


“ I went home and looked at a 
sequence of pictures of my sw­ 
ing last year and saw that I was 
standing up straight. This way I 
can drive into the ball better.” 
said Rice, “ Earlier in the year I 


was fishing around trying to 
find something that was com­ 
fortable and I began to crouch.” 
Since returning to his old 
stance three games ago, Rice 
has been stinging the ball with 
authority. His most awesome 
offensive display of the season 
came Monday night when he 
blasted a pair of homers and 
drove in five runs to spark the 
Red Sox to an 11-3 rout of the 
Texas Rangers. 
Now that he is back to feeling 
comfortable at the plate, Rice 
reflects on the seasbn philoso­ 
phically. “ A year like this 
makes you mature a little 
faster,” he says. “ It will make 
me work harder.”

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Legislature rolls to adjournment 
The day in Sacramento 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The California legislature rolled toward adjournment 
today with lawmakers expected to give California judges a one-two punch in last 
minute action. 
Adjournment of the lt75-’76 session was scheduled for midnight as lawmakers 
waded through hundreds of yet undecided measures, including more than 80 which 
were still being rewritten by AssemWy-Senate conference committees. 
Two major measures awaiting votes by the Assembly would give judges more 
work and less pay. 
One proposal would scrap the state's 50-year-old indeterminate sentencing law 
and turn over to judges the task of setting specific release dates for California 
prisoners. Currently, the job is performed by the state Adult Authority. 
Some judges have grumbled that the measure would increase substantially the 
judicial workload. Others have objected that their discretion would be hampered 
by the bill's providing only three narrow choices for possible sentences for a 
crime, such as two. three or four years in prison for assault with a deadly weapon. 
The other measure would temporarily freeze the salaries of judges and per­ 
manently curb their annual cost-of-living increases. It is the result of persistent 
pressure by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. to bridle the automatic, generous pay 
hikes granted under a law enacted and signed by former Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


Under that law, the salaries of the California judiciary will increase in 
September, with the new pay levels ranging from 166,869 for the chief justice of 
the Supreme Court to 845,235 for municipal court judges. 


The bill, which would take effect in January, would freeze judicial salaries for 
one year and limit future cost-of-living hikes to 5 per cent. Now such increases are 
tied directly to inflation, keeping pace with the Consumer Price Index. 
The legislature was only one step away from completing action on the coastal 
protection package. Awaiting action in the Assembly was a bill (AB400) by 
Speaker Leo T. McCarthy that would finance the proposed new state Coastal Com­ 
mission. The Senate passed the measure Monday on a 30-10 vote. 
The Assembly Monday passed a bill granting terminally ill patients the right to 
die by ordering the withdrawal of life-sustaining equipment. The MU was 
forwarded by Brown, who has not indicated whether he wiU sign or veto it. 
A senator, meantime, disclosed be had dropped a measure permitting the sale 
of the empty 81.3 million governor’s mansion because of opposition of Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. The bill, which already won Senate approval, was on the As­ 
sembly floor and ready for showdown vote. 
Sen. Alfred Alquist, D-San Jose, said he would abandon the measure because the 
Assembly was unlikely to pass it in light of Brown’s opposition. 
In other action Monday, the Assembly defeated the last bill offering the promise 
of property tax reform and rejected a Republican attempt to revive a biU banning 
“ diamond lanes” on the Santa Monica Freeway. 
The Assembly also passed a bill limiting computer record collection and permit­ 
ting citizens to review and challenge the accuracy of their files. 
The Senate narrowly passed legislation requiring tougher treatment for the 
most serious teen-aged criminals. 
Coastal protection just 
one legislative step away 


THE BETTER HALF

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The decade-long 
dream of environmentalists for passage of 
legislation to protect California’s 1,072-mile 
coast was wily one legislative step away from 
reality today. 
As lawmakers headed for adjournment at mid­ 
night tonight, all that remained in the coastal 
arena was Assembly approval of a key bill 
(AB400) by Assembly Speaker Leo T. McCarthy 
that would provide financing for the proposed 
California Coastal Commission. 
Here is the rundown on the three bills in the 
landmark package of coastal legislation: 
— The main proposal which would create the 
new commission and set forth new restrictions 
for coastal development is awaiting action by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
— A follow-up MU (AB2948) by Assemblyman 
Gary Hart. D-Santa Barbara, which would carry 
out compromises agreed upon by organized 
labor, the governor and environmentalists was 
passed by the Assembly Monday on an 
overwhelming 9-6 vote and sent to Brown. 
— McCarthy’s financing proposal was passed 
by the Senate Monday on a 36-10 vote and 
returned to the Assembly for consideration of 
Senate amendments. 
Conservationists have tried since the 1960s to 
win passage of permanent coastal protection 
laws. The package is the product of a 1972 voter- 
approved initiative and long negotiations involv­ 
ing many lawmakers. Brown and special in­ 
terest groups. 
McCarthy's bill would provide $1.5 million for 
the commission beginning in January Addi­ 
tionally. it would provide 823.5 million for 


acquisition of park land and 86.3 million to ex­ 
pand the state’s embryonic system of “ hostels” 
specifically for coastal visitors 
Sen. Anthony C. Beilenson, D-Los Angeles, 
declared the legislature would be shirking a very 
obvious and very important responsibility” by 
voting one week to create the commission and 
then not providing money to finance it. 
But Sen. Dennis Carpenter. R-Newport Beach, 
an ardent foe of the coastline protection bill, 
argued for a delay until next year. “ Let’s keep a 
string on this (coastal protection bill)... and this 
is the last string we have.” 
Other opponents suggested that the proposed 
new coastal parks and hostels were inserted into 
the bill solely to win votes from wavering law­ 
makers. Sen Ralph C. Dills, D-Gardena. warned 
them that Brown could veto everything out of 
the measure except for financing the commis­ 
sion. 
One feature of Hart’s follow-up bill declares 
that areas designated as “ sensitive" by the 
regional commissions would be subject to 
legislative ratification. If the legislature refused 
to make such an endorsement in two years, the 
area would be dropped from the sensitive list. 
The bill also contains a provision sought by 
labor that regional coastal commissions not be 
activated unless and until their parent state 
coastal commission decided the workload 
required it. 
Labor had opposed continuation of regional 
commissions, contending their performance in 
the past often had been unreasonable and ar­ 
bitrary in deciding what projects would be ap­ 
proved. 
Viking 2 scheduled to help 
look for life on Mars Friday 


PASADENA. GtH!. (UP!) — 
Viking 2 drops to a sea of sand 
dunes on northern Mars Friday 
to help look for whatever is 
“ chewing up ... the chicken 
soup” in Viking 1. to the puzzle­ 
ment of Earth scientists. 
Scientists at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory Monday chose 
the second spacecraft’s landing 
site after studying four pos- 
siMllties and 1,857 photos show­ 
ing a combined area half the 
size of the United States. 
They put the landing elipse in 
a field of windMown sand and 
dust on the northern plains of 
Utopia near the 48th paralell on 
the other side of the planet 
from where Viking 1 landed. 
The information beamed 
back from the first spacecraft 
has puzzled scientists trying to 
determine whether it indicates 
the red planet harbors life, in 
the form of microorganisms in 
its soil. 
A symposium Monday re­ 
viewed the surprising test data, 
including the production of a 
large amount of carbon dioxide 
by a Martian soil sample 
squirted with “chicken soup,” 
the rich nutrient scientists 
hoped would “ feed" anything 
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living in the soil. 
"It is difficult to see where 
all the carbon dioxide is coming 
from.” said Dr. Harold Klein, 
head of the biology team. 
“ But something is chewing up 
some of that so-called chicken 
soup.” 
Klein, like other scientists, 
stressed that there still is no 
firm basis to say there is life on 
Mars, and the test results may 
be c a u se d 
by 
M artian 
chemistry unfamiliar to Earth 
scientists. 


A “ go-no go" meeting will be 
held Thursday to make the final 
decision on the landing of Vik­ 
ing 2. scheduled for Friday 
afternoon. 
The area of the target elipse 
is far to the north of Viking 1 in 
an area that is much wetter — 


presumably a more hospitable 
environment for Martian or­ 
ganisms if they exist. 
The lander has a 99 per cent 
chance of coming down within 
the oval area. 182 miles long 
and 62 miles wide, and a 50 per 
cent chance of settling in the 
central half, scientists figured. 
Photos of the area, 124 miles 
west of a large crater named 
Mei. showed few impact cra­ 
ters. and those are shrouded in 
sand and dust scientists hope 
will cushion the landing, one of 
the most delicate moments of 
the mission. 
Viking 1. meanwhile, was be­ 
ing loaded up with a new soil 
sample, which will be subjected 
to a long incubation while JP L 
scientists devote their attention 
to Viking 2. 


UC students get tax bill reprieve 


BERKELEY (UPI) - Uni- 
versity of California students 
have been given a temporary 
reprieve from paying a con­ 
troversial property tax based 
on a 116-year-old law. 
The tax bills, due today, were 
sent to some 1.806 married stu­ 
dents and 2,400 dormitory resi­ 
dents. But a judge issued a tem­ 
porary restraining order Mon­ 
day preventing collection of the 
tax, 
Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Harold Hove 
delayed the tax collection 
pending a Sept. 13 hearing. The 
order was sought in a class ac­ 
tion suit filed by five university 
students. 
Alameda Comity Tax Asses­ 
sor Donald Hutchinson an­ 
nounced March 1 that he would 


impose the tax based on an 1866 
law. never before applied to 
Berkeley students. 
The law allows collection of a 
“ possessory interest” tax when 
persons benefit from tax- 
exempt puMic property. 
The class action suit was the 
first test case challenging the 
old law. To date, only one 
county in California has as­ 
sessed the tax. 


Effort to sell 
mansion dropped 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Legislation permitting the sale of the 
empty $1.3 million governor’s mansion is being dropped because of 
opposition by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Sen. Alfred E. Alquist. D-San Jose, told reporters Monday he will 
not seek an Assembly floor vote on his Senate-passed mansion 
bill. The legislature adjourns its two-year session today. 
“The governor has indicated he would veto the bill,” Alquist 
said. 
The senator added he would not seek passage in the Assembly 
because the “ Assembly leadership is controlled by the corner of­ 
fice” of the governor and therefore the measure had little chance 
for approval. 
The bill would allow the suburban mansion to be sold for no less 
than 8800.000 and the proceeds would be earmarked for construc­ 
tion of another mansion downtown near the Capitol by 1980. 
Brown has refused to live in the mansion, which he calls a “ Taj 
Mahal.” 
Alquist said the governor did not like the idea of potentially los­ 
ing 8500.000 on the sale and "he didn’t want to get involved in the 
building of a new mansion.“ 
But the senator said the state would be losing 8100,000 a year just 
to maintain and guard the vacant mansion. “ I really think the state 
ought to dispose of this,” he added. 
Brown told reporters last week, “ I’m certainly not going to sell 
it (the mansion) for half price.” 
Indoor Clean Air' 
legislation signed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The “ Indoor Clean Air Act” putting 
cigarette, pipe and cigar smokers in a Mace by themselves in 
public buildings was signed Monday by Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.. 
The measure (AB2291) by Assemblyman John Briggs, R- 
Fullerton, requires that at least one-half of the apace be set aside 
for non smokers in public meeting rooms, airplanes, trains and 
some restaurants located in puMic buildings. 
Airlines and trains already are required to have nonsmoking sec­ 
tions The Briggs bill specifies that they include at least 50 per cent 
of the seating for nonsmokers. 
Under the bill, smoking is prohibited in puMic buildings during 
stage or motion picture performances but not for indoor sporting 
events. 
There are no penalties for ignoring the smoking limitations, ex­ 
cept individuals would be able to go to court for an order against 
violations. 
The smoking limitations under the bill do not affect the work 
area of regular office employes. 
Instead, the controls are imposed primarily in meeting rooms 
when a session was actually under way. No smoking signs are 
required to be posted The exception is for seating of the city coun­ 
cil, school board or whoever is conducting the meeting, and they 
could set their own smoking rates. 
For three previous years. Briggs was unsuccessful in attempts to 
win passage of such a measure.

Zero-based budgeting 


Federal programs, like 
Topsy, just grow. And grow. 
And grow. 
In the past 10 years, federal 
spending has gone up 180 per 
cent, but revenues are up only 
130 per cent. Annual deficits 
have risen from $3.6 billion in 
fiscal 1966 to nearly $70 billion 
in fiscal 1976. The national 
debt currently amounts to 
more than $9,000 for every 
household in the country. 
There are all kinds of 
reasons for this, not least of 
which is the public’s demand 
for more and more govern­ 
ment services (but not higher 
taxes to pay for them). In all 
honesty, it appears that the 
D em ocrats lead in this 
philosophy. 
But another, which has been 
receiving increased attention, 
is the fact that in preparing 
the vastly com plicated 
federal budget every year, the 
most Congress is usually able 
to do is to focus on the in­ 
creases invariably requested 
by the government’s multitude 
of departments and agencies. 
R arely does it dem and 
justification of a program 
itself, or inquire whether it is 
serving its intended purpose, 
of whether its results have 
been worth its costs, or 
whether it is overlapped or 
duplicated by some other 
program. 


Lately, however, a lot of 
people have been talking about 
administering an antigrowth 
hormone to our federal Topsy 
in the form of something 
c a lle d 
“ z e ro -b a se d 
budgeting.” Under zero-based 
budgeting, Congress would be 
rquired to examine all aspects 
of a spending program from 
scratch, not merely requested 
increases. 
The idea is not a new one, 
having been pioneered in 
private industry and first 
proposed to Congress back in 
1972 by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce. 
Like the perennial subject of 
tax reform , zero-based 
budgeting may be a will of the 
wisp. Its supporters, such as 
Common Cause, agree that a 
thorough-going review of 
federal spending would be a 
massive job, but say it could 
be done on a staggered basis 
over a period of several years. 
Also, the process would be 
aided by a self-destruct 
mechanism built into the plan. 
That is, spending programs 
would autom atically te r­ 
minate at a given date unless 
C ongress, a fte r review , 
decided otherwise. 
Call it zero-based budgeting 
or a sunset law of federal 
spending, something has to be 
done lest Topsy eat us out of 
house and home. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Blocks no-fault 


WASHINGTON - The White House 
and the trial lawyers joined forces 
behind the scenes, it can now be 
reported, to block no-fault insurance. 
The official record shows only that the 
Senate, by a 49-to-45 vote, recommitted 
S-354 But the story behind this routine 
development dramatizes how the people 
get their pockets 
picked by their own 
elected officials. 
Senate bill S-354 
would provide quick 
compensation for auto 
victims and would 
lower 
insurance 
premiums. For under 
no-fault, each in­ 
surance company 
would simply pay off 
its own policyholders 
without going to court. 
This would cost the 
- 
trial lawyer« an estimated $1 billion in 
legai tees. The lawyers’ loss would be 
the customers’ gain, since the cost of 
litigation is passed on to the 
policyholders in the form of higher 
premiums. 
But the trial lawyers had no intention 
of losing all that money. They hired the 
lobbying firm of Timmons and Company, 
which has more connections on Capitol 
Hill than the Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company. Its stars are two 
former White House lobbyists, William 
Timmons and Tom Korologos, who used 
to pull wires on Capitol Hill for ex- 
President Richard Nixon. 
When Nixon departed the White House 
In disgrace. Timmons and Korologos 
hastily shifted allegiance to the new oc­ 
cupant Timmons so ingratiated himself 
with President Ford that he became the 
President’s convention manager in 
Kansas City. Korologos also enlisted in 
the Ford cause at the Kansas City con­ 
vention 
The pair earn their living, however, 
lobbying for the special interests. 
Indeed. Timmons is known in the 
backrooms of Washington as “The Rain­ 
maker,” because he has been able to 
produce a downpour of benefits for his 
clients. 
It looked bleak for the trial lawyers 
before they hired Timmons and Com­ 
pany By private count, 56 senators were 
expected to support no-fault insurance. 
The bill, therefore, appeared to be 
headed for certain passage. 
It also had the support of Transporta­ 
tion Secretary William Coleman, whose 
experts had concluded that the legisla­ 
tion was “great for consumer*.” But 
something funny happened to S-3?i4 on the 
way to the Senate floor 
President Ford ignored the advice of 
his transportation secretary and dis­ 
patched White House lobbyist Joe 
Jenckes to Capitol Hill to work against 
the bill Jenckes and Korologos quietly 
huddled together, comparing notes and 
discussing strategy 
Jenckes draws his salary from the tax­ 
payers. and Korologos was paid by the 
trial lawyers Yet they worked together

In perfect harmony to benefit the trial 
lawyers at the expense of those tax­ 
payers. at least, who pay automobile in­ 
surance premiums. 
Jenckes acknowledged that he had lob­ 
bied against no-fault insurance and that 
he had conferred with Korologos. But 
Jenckes insisted that the White House 
and trial lawyers had not coordinated 
their efforts. Jenckes, Korologos and 
TiftUBWK 
nevertheless, pulled the 
switches that sidetracked S-354. 
The best way for the special interests 
to show their appreciation for members 
of Congress, of course, is to contribute to 
their campaigns. With this in mind, the 
trial lawyers collected 6352,304 in 
pledges to pass out to their friends on 
Capitol Hill Another 6445,500 in pledges 
was available. If more money was 
needed to win friends and influence con­ 
gressmen. 
Sen J. Glenn Beall, R.-Md., for exam­ 
ple, supported no-fault insurance the last 
time it came up in the Senate in 1974. He 
voted for it again this year inside the 
Senate Commerce Committee. 
Then he had a talk with Korologos 
Suddenly, the Senator had a change of 
heart, followed by a change of vote. Not 
long afterwards, Korologos’ clients, the 
trial lawyers, sent Beall a 65,000 cam­ 
paign contribution. A spokesman said 
Beall still favors the “no-fault concept’’ 
but thinks the regulation should be “left 
to the states.” 
Sen 
Robert Stafford, R.-Vt., also 
voted for no-fault insurance in 1974, but 
voted to sidetrack a similar bill this 
year. The trial lawyers were so touched 
that they sent Stafford, too, a 65,000 cam­ 
paign contribution. 
The senator told us that he was visited 
by Korologos several weeks after the 
vote. According to Stafford’» account, 
Korologos asked whether he would accept 
a contribution from the trial lawyers. 
The senator gratefully assented, and the 
65.000 duly arrived. He changed his mind 
about no-fault insurance, he told our as­ 
sociate Gary Cohn, because of its “spot­ 
ty record” and because his constituents 
showed no interest in it. 
Footnote: A White House spokesman 
said President Ford believes no-fault in­ 
surance should be left to the states to 
decide. Neither Timmons nor Korologos 
returned our calls. 


JURY JUGGLING: We recently ex­ 
posed the Justice Department’s practice 
of secretly checking Internal Revenue 
Service files to weed out potential jurors 
who might be unfriendly to the govern­ 
ment in tax cases. Now, an enterprising 
defendant in a celebrated New Orleans 
case is using our revelations as a basis 
for this appeal. 
Former Louisiana highway director 
Lewis Johnson, convicted of filing false 
tax information, demanded to know 
whether the government had snooped on 
the jurors To his astonishment, the 
Justice Department admitted it had 
Johnson is hoping this prejudiced his 
case enough to get an appellate reversal. 
He drew a year and a day sentence. 


WASHINGTON - It is 70 days and 
several million words until Nov. 2 when 
the hopes and fears of the nation will 
turn on an election as important as any 
in our history. Above all, the future of 
the Republican Party and the 
workability of the two-party system are 
at stake. 
The charade of har­ 
mony at Kansas City 
after the nomination 
of President Ford con­ 
cealed a deep fissure 
in the ranks of the 
party, signified by 
those signs “Reagan 
Can Win” bobbing up 
throughout 
the 
Kemper Arena. 
Reagan delegates 
leaving for home 
nursed the private 
conviction that the 
“liberal” wing of the party had 
triumphed by one means or another and 
this meant defeat. 
Convinced that the Ford-Dole ticket 
will go down, they will wait for Nov. 3 to 
say, "I told you so.” After all, a switch of 
only 59 votes would have given the 
nomination to their hero. And the polls, 
showing that Reagan would be more bad­ 
ly defeated by Jimmy Carter than would 
Gerald Ford, are for these zealots, 
irrelevant. 
The extremist fringe — their frankest 
exponent is Sen. Jesse Helms of North 
Carolina — will move in to take over the 
remnants of the party. A fringe to be 
sure, it is a fanatical fringe offering the 
pat — and wholly unreal — answers to 
the deep-seated troubles that beset us at 
home and abroad. 
In frustration and bafflement 
Americans might be tempted to follow 
these Pied Pipers down a road that 
would, in that overworked expression, be 
truly un-Amcrican. It would mean 
resorting to force, everywhere. 
If this sounds alarmist, it is only neces­ 
sary to recall the Reagan pledges of in­ 
tervention in Panama to insure that 
there is no change in the status of extra­ 
territoriality for the United States. 
Moderation of a Reagan or a Helms — 
after all, he was put in nomination for 
the vice presidency — once in office is a 
consoling thought, But given public opi­ 
nion aroused by constant appeals to pas­ 
sion and force, that could i»ot be counted 
on. 
All this puts a particular and a press­ 
ing challenge up to President Ford. His 
acceptance speech showed him at the 
most stirring and dramatic moment of 
his life and in delivery he lived up to it. 
Forceful, impassioned he held a conven­ 
tion that emotionally had been Reagan’s 
from the start. 
And while Reaganites could not fault 
his conservatism, he did put in a 
paragraph or two praising the “forward 
looking” policies of his administration 


with Eastern Europe, the Soviet Union, 
Mainland China. 
This was a sop to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger who sat in the VIP 
gallery looking glum, having heard his 
policies denounced by Helms and others 
as immoral and dangerously expedient. 
The future role of Ronald Reagan is 
clearly defined. Now in his 65th year, he 
will be too old to run for the presidency 
in 1960. But he has a large and devoted 
following and a mass outlet in his new­ 
spaper column and in radio and televi­ 
sion spots prepared and delivered week­ 
ly. In addition, he will be speaking 
around the country at 64,000 or 65,000 a 
shot. 
This gives him a convenient income 
base which will be hardly less than a half 
million a year and probably much more. 
Far more important, since — as his 
revelatibn of net worth showed — he has 
a sizable amount in capital and land, is 
the influence he can exert. 
He may be speaking only to the 
faithful, to the hard-line converts, but 
this could change radically should Ford 
go down. 
Then he will emerge as the prophet

who could have carried the banner of 
conservatism to triumph had it not been 
for the misbegotten squeaker in Kansas 
City. And this is precisely what the 
faithful will be only too happy to believe. 
The Reagan position has rested, or so 
it seems to me, on a myth. 
The heart of the myth is that out there 
in the country, ignored by the traditional 
candidates, are millions of Americans 
only awaiting to vote for the conser­ 
vative or ultraconservative position. 
They yearn for the sureties of the past as 
promised by the Reagans and the 
Helmses. 
This was the essence of Barry 
Gold water’s campaign in 1964 — a choice 
not an echo. 
Goldwater carried four states of the 
Deep South and his native Arizona. It can 
be argued that times have changed and a 
conservative trend has set in in the 
country so that a choice, not an echo, in 
1976 — or 1980 — would have a far 
greater appeal. 
But has it changed enough to give a 
Gold water-type candidate substantailly 
more than that meager residue? I, for 
one, seriously doubt it.

Wayne Smith, 1976 graduate of 
Cabrillo High School, and a resident of 
4260 Polaris Ave., is possibly a 
microcosm of how to do it the right way.

Smith reads technical journals and 
science periodicals trying to keep 
himself abreast of developments in astro 
subjects, and unfurls his telescope every 
evening that the skies are clear. ”1 
usually check the skies at midnight and if 
they’re foggy, I go to bed,” he said 
“otherwise, I may scan the skies until 
dawn.” 
A week ago, he spotted a flashing light 
phenomenon that was so unusual that he 
drew a picture of it, indicating the shape 
of the light, the color as it faded from 
side to side and the location of where he 
saw it. 
His contacts with astronomers leads 
him to believe the light was a fallout 
from the Persieds meteor that flashed 
across the skies earlier this month.

Under the law, the 
school board had only to meet and confer 
with teacher organizations and then 
could act unilaterally on salaries, fringe 
benefits and other education subjects. 
Under the new law, Rodda Act, the 
school board must bargain with an ex­ 
clusive representative for teachers and 
bargain with another exclusive represen­ 
tative for classified or nonteaching 
employes. The latter action is still under 
a way.
